DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 1, Kowalewki, Walker, Cioffi, and Isaksson do not teach, alone 
nor in combination, the combination of: 

deriving a second channel estimate based on the detected first data stream; 

deriving a third channel estimate based on the first and second channel 
estimates; and 

performing detection for the second data stream using the third channel estimate, 
wherein the second data stream is an enhancement stream of the first data stream. 

Claims 27, 30, 35 and 36 are allowable for similar reasons as claim 1 . 

Regarding Claim 33, Kowalewki, Walker, Cioffi, and Isaksson do not teach, alone 
nor in combination, the combination of: 

deriving a second channel estimate based on the remodulated symbols; deriving 
a third channel estimate based on the first and second channel estimates; estimating 
interference due to the base stream using the third channel estimate; performing 
detection for the enhancement stream, with the estimated interference from the base 
stream canceled and using the third channel estimate, to obtain detected symbols for 
the enhancement stream; and 

decoding the detected symbols for the enhancement stream to obtain decoded 
data for the enhancement stream.
